2. Claims 24-26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
Indefinite for falling to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

The metal oxides listed are not rare earth oxides, rendering the claims indefinite. 
This rejection may be over come if the applicant uses the language 'wherein said rare 
earth oxide overlayer Includes an oxide of 

3. Claims 1 9,21 -23,47 are allowed. None of the prior art discloses the claimed 
article with the rare earth oxide layer as the outermost layer. 

4. Claims 24-26 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 
35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
